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Doctor’s trial delayed until August

PIKEVILLE — The trial of a former Paints- 
ville pain clinic doctor charged with federal drug 
offenses has been continued. 

U.S. District Judge Amul R. Thapar Friday 
granted a motion by Rano Bofill’s new attorneys 
to continue his trial, which was set for May 28 in 



federal court in Lexington. The proceedings were 
continued to Aug. 19 in federal court in Lexing- 
ton. 

Attorneys Marc S. Murphy and Michael M. 
Denbow of Louisville, who were substituted as 
counsel of record for Bofill earlier this month, 
filed a motion last Wednesday asking for a con- 
tinuance, saying they needed more time to pre- 
pare for trial due to the “large quantity of discov- 
ery and the relative complexity of the issues in 



this case.” 

Bofill was a doctor at the now-closed Care 
More Pain Management, which was owned by 
Tammy Cantrell and Shelby Lackey. All three 
were indicted in September 2012 on federal 
charges of conspiring to distribute and unlawful- 
ly dispense pain pills at the clinic. 

Cantrell, 40, of Oil Springs, and Lackey, 50, 
of Williamsport, entered guilty pleas in April in 
U.S. District Court at Pikeville to conspiracy to 



distribute and unlawfully dispense oxycodone 
and to maintaining drug-involved premises. They 
are scheduled to be sentenced Sept. 5. 

Bofill was employed by Care More after Dr. 
Richard Albert left and opened his own business. 
Albert was later indicted on federal drug charges, 
pleaded guilty and is set to be sentenced in June.

LOUISA — A former state high- 
way department employee charged 
with drug trafficking while in a state 
vehicle was scheduled to go to trial in 
Lawrence Circuit Court on Monday, 
but instead entered a plea agreement 
Friday and is scheduled to be sen- 
tenced June 14. 

Martin Wright, 37, pleaded guilty 
to first-degree trafficking and will be 
given three years of unsupervised 
probation, must enroll and complete 
drug court along with 180 days of 
home incarceration, according to the 
agreement. 

Wright was indicted in July 2012. 
The indictment said that he was in 
physical possession of a schedule II 
controlled substance with the intent to 
traffic in oxycodone on June 12, 2012. 

At the time of his arrest, Wright 
was employed as a superintendent I at 
the highways department’s Lawrence 
County maintenance facility. High- 
way officials said he had been 
employed with the department since 
Oct. 30, 1996. 

The Kentucky State Police at Post 
14 in Ashland said in a press release 
that the alleged drug violation 
occurred when KSP troopers made a 
controlled delivery of intercepted nar- 
cotics. 

The delivery took place at the 
Valero gas station just south of Louisa 
on U.S. 23, and Wright was awaiting

Bath educator named new 
superintendent in Martin Co.

INEZ — The Martin County Board of Education 
voted May 7 to hire Bath County School District per- 
sonnel director Steve C. Meadows as the new superin- 
tendent of the Martin County School District, effective 
July 1. 

The Martin County School District and Superinten- 
dent Mark Blackburn are also involved in litigation 
regarding the board’s right to hire a new school chief 
and whether a contract in which the board agreed to 



hire Blackburn through 2017 is valid. 

The issue was addressed in circuit court on April 
22, during which Judge John David Preston issued a 
judgment concluding that “ the extension of the con- 
tract was in violation of the board’s policy,” and that 
the contract extension approved July 10, 2012, is “void 
and unenforceable as a matter of law.” 

Blackburn filed motions to make additional find- 
ings and a motion to amend the findings on May 1 , and 
an order was issued May 2 saying “It is hereby ordered

PAINTSVILLE — A motion 
filed by the Big Sandy Regional 
Jail Authority to dismiss a lawsuit 
filed by a former applicant for 
administrator of the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center was 
denied May 3 . 

The jail authority, through its 
attorney. Nelson Sparks, said in

More than 8,ooo in Big Sandy to be added to Medicaid

FRANKFORT — An addi- 
tional 8,200 residents of Law- 
rence, Johnson, Floyd, Martin 
and Magoffin counties will be 
eligible for Medicaid benefits 
in 2014 following Kentucky’s 
expansion of the federal pro- 
gram. 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
announced Thursday the inclu- 
sion of 308,000 more Kentuck- 
ians in the Medicaid health 
insurance program, calling it 
“the single-most important 
decision in our lifetime for 
improving the health of Ken- 



tuckians.” 

Beshear said the Medicaid 
expansion along with the cre- 
ation of the Health Benefit 
Exchange will ensure that 
every Kentuckian will have 
access to affordable health 
insurance. 

The expansion, part of the 
controversial federal Afford- 
able Care Act (AC A) , will add 
a total of 8,194 people in Law- 
rence, Johnson, Floyd, Martin 
and Magoffin counties to the 
Medicaid program, according 
to state figures. Currently, 
42,264 residents in those coun- 
ties receive Medicaid coverage. 

“I have repeatedly said that 
I believe it is in the best interest 



of the Commonwealth and its 
citizens to provide better access 
to health care for our people,” 
Beshear said. “My only con- 
cern was the cost. We have 
now done the exhaustive 
research - and our conclusion 
matched what most other states 
have found: by expanding 

Medicaid, Kentucky will come 
out ahead in terms of both 
health outcomes and finances. 
In fact, if we don’t expand 
Medicaid, we will lose money.” 
Medicaid currently provides 
health care for low-income or 
disabled citizens. After the 
U.S. Supreme Court upheld the 
ACA last year, states have the 
option to expand Medicaid eli- 



gibility to individuals who earn 
up to 138 percent of the Federal 
Poverty Level (FPL), with the 
guarantee that the federal gov- 
ernment will cover the entire 
cost for the first three years. 

The expansion will be effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 2014. By expand- 
ing, every Kentucky citizen 
will have access to affordable 
health care, either through 
Medicaid or through the Health 
Benefits Exchange. 

Individuals who earn more 
than 400 percent of the FPL can 
purchase insurance through the 
HBE, while those with income

the motion to dismiss 
Charles R. “Randy” Bow- 
en’s suit that, “Kentucky 
Civil Rule 56.03 provides 
that dismissal may be 
entered in favor of the mov- 
ing party where there is no 
genuine issue as to any 
material fact and that the 
moving party is entitled to 
judgment as a matter of 
law.” “The record must be 
viewed in a light most favor- 
able to the party opposing 
the motion for summary 
judgment and all doubts are 
to be resolved in his favor,” 
the motion said. “Summary 
judgment is only proper 
where the movant shows 
that the adverse party could 
not prevail under any cir- 
cumstances. Consequently, 
summary judgment must be 
granted only when it appears 
impossible for the nonmov- 
ing party to produce evi- 
dence at trial warranting a 
judgment in his favor.” 

The jail authority also 
argued that Lawrence Cir- 
cuit Court is not the proper 
venue for the claims against 
the detention center and that 
the venue should be trans- 
ferred to Johnson County, 
where the jail is located. 

Circuit Judge John David 
Preston denied the motion to 
dismiss but transferred the 
suit to Johnson Circuit Court 
for further proceedings. 

Bowen, of Lawrence 
County, is seeking a declara- 
tory judgment directing 
board members to install 
him as administrator imme- 
diately under the same terms 
offered to the current job 
holder, F.D. “Pete” Fitzpat- 
rick, as well as an award for 
costs and attorney fees. 

Bowen is also asking for 
a judgment against the jail 
authority for violation of the 
state Open Records Act. 

Bowen said in his com- 
plaint that he submitted an 
application to the jail author- 
ity for the administrator’s 
position and that he met 
each of the advertised 
requirements and was inter- 
viewed prior to the board 
making its hiring decision. 

The complaint filed by 
Bowen said that, “On June 
19, 2012, Mike Crum 

resigned his position on the 
authority and on June 21, 
Martin County Judge-Exec- 
utive Kelly Callaham 
appointed Chris Todd to 
replace Crum but that the 
appointment was never 
approved by the Martin 
County Fiscal Court and on 
the same day of his appoint- 
ment, he attended a meeting 
of the authority where 
among other items on the 
agenda, the board voted to 
determine who would be 
hired as the jail administra- 
tor. 

The issue hinges on the 
fact of whether Todd was 
legally appointed to the 
position and whether or not 
he should have been allowed 
to vote on the issues during 
the meeting without having 
first had the appointment 
approved by the Martin 
County Fiscal Court, 
according to the suit. 

Ten authority members, 
including Todd, attended the 
meeting in which member 
Nick Frazier made a motion 
to hire Fitzpatrick as the jail 
administrator, the complaint 
said. Five members, includ- 
ing Todd, voted for Fitzpat- 
rick and five members voted 
against him, the suit said. 

Authority member Diane 
Watson then made a motion 
to hire Bowen as the Jail 
administrator, with five 
members voting for Bowen 
and five, including Todd, 
voting against him, the com- 
plaint says. 

Bowen said in his com- 
plaint that it appeared for the 
moment that neither he nor 
Fitzpatrick had won the vote 
and that another board mem- 
ber, Rick May, made a 
motion to disqualify Fitzpat- 
rick from further consider- 
ation due to “discrepancies 
in qualifications according 
to the advertisement.” 

During the meeting, 
members discussed whether 
or not Fitzpatrick had the 
required experience needed 
for the position the com- 
plaint also said and the 
authority voted with five 
members in favor of dis- 
qualifying Fitzpatrick due to 
his lack of qualifications 
and five members, including 
Todd, voted to not disquali- 
fy Fitzpatrick. 



After the votes, the com- 
plaint says that Lawrence 
County Judge-Executive 
John Osborne pointed out to 
the authority that the Martin 
County Fiscal Court had not 
approved Todd’s appoint- 
ment and that, as a result, his 
appointment was not valid, 
rendering him ineligible to 
vote on any issues. After a 
lengthy discussion, the 
authority asked its attorney, 
Nelson Sparks, to determine 
whether Todd was a validly 
appointed member before 
adjourning the meeting, 
according to the suit. 

Todd sent a letter to Cal- 
laham on June 27, 2012, 
purporting to resign from 
the authority, the complaint 
said, and on June 28, 2012, 
Callaham reappointed Crum 
to the position, which was 
approved by the Martin 
County Fiscal Court. 

Later that same night, 
the authority met in a spe- 
cial meeting. Pursuant to 
the authority’s bylaws, the 
authority must give three 
days notice of any special 
meeting, the suit said 

The notice of the June 
28, 2012, special meeting 
included two agenda items: 
“hiring a new secretary for 
the authority,” and “sign- 
ing the contract for the new 
administrator,” the com- 
plaint said. 

On June 27, 2012, the 
authority attempted to 
amend the agenda for the 
June 28, 2012, special 
meeting without giving the 
required three days’ notice, 
the complaint said, and the 
purported amendment was 
to consider “hiring the 
administrator,” as opposed 
to “signing the contract for 
the new administrator.” 

In addition to failing to 
give the required notice, it 
is “apparent” that some 
authority members did not 
receive the revised agenda 
before the meeting itself, 
the complaint said. After a 
period of “argument and 
infighting,” the authority 
voted at the special meet- 
ing to hire Fitzpatrick as 
the jail administrator, and 
the authority entered into a 
contract with Fitzpatrick 
for the position which he 
still holds. 

Bowen said in his com- 
plaint that when the author- 
ity voted at the regularly 
scheduled meeting on June 
21 , 2012, the Martin Coun- 
ty Fiscal Court had not 
approved Todd as a mem- 
ber of the authority and as 
such, he was not eligible to 
vote at the meeting. 

Because Todd was not 
eligible to vote, his vote on 
the issues taken up by the 
authority at the meeting 
should not count, but the 
remaining votes by eligible 
authority members should 
be counted and the results 
should stand as if Todd had 
not voted, the complaint 
says. 

If Todd’s vote is not 
counted, then the authority 
voted 5-4 not to hire Fitz- 
patrick, voted 5-4 that 
there were “discrepancies 
in qualifications according 
to the advertisement” with 
respect to Fitzpatrick’s 
candidacy and voted 5-4 to 
hire Bowen, the complaint 
said. 

The authority attempted 
to amend the agenda for 
the special meeting, but it 
did not give three days 
notice of the amendment 
and did not provide the 
notice to all its members, 
the complaint said. 

The authority took up 
business at its June 28, 
2012, special meeting that 
was not on the original 
agenda, namely voting to 
hire Fitzpatrick, and never 
took a vote to override or 
nullify its vote on June 21, 
2012, to hire Bowen as the 
jail administrator, the com- 
plaint also said. 

The complaint said the 
court should declare as a 
matter of law that the 
authority held a valid vote 
to hire Bowen as the jail 
administrator, that it never 
voted to nullify or override 
its vote to hire Bowen and 
that its vote to hire Fitzpat- 
rick was invalid because it 
was not on the agenda for 
the June 28, 2012 special 
meeting. 

The court should 
declare as a matter of law 
that Bowen be installed as 
the jail administrator 
immediately and further 
order the authority to do 



so, the complaint said. 

Bowen also said in his 
complaint that he made a 
written request to the 
authority pursuant to Ken- 
tucky Open Records Act to 
inspect certain books and 
record and that the author- 
ity did not reply to the 
request in writing but 
instead gave him copies of 
“certain records,” with no 
explanation as to what he 



was being given or what 
was being withheld, and it 
was clear that some docu- 
ments requested were not 
produced, the suit says. 

Bowen made a second 
written request under the 
Open Records Act and the 
authority again failed to 
reply to his request in writ- 
ing, thus violating the 
Open Records Act, the suit 
said.

between 138 percent and 
400 percent of the FPL will 
receive premium subsidies 
for insurance purchased 
through the exchange. 

In Kentucky, Medicaid 
or Kentucky Children’s 
Health Insurance Program 
(KCHIP) benefits are cur- 
rently available to adults 
who have disability, serve as 
the caretaker relative for a 
child who is eligible for 
Medicaid and on average 
has income below 43 per- 
cent of (FPL), or are preg- 
nant; and children with fam- 
ily income up to 200 percent 
of FPL. 

The new threshold of 138 
percent of FPL means a sin- 
gle person with no children 
earning less than $15,856 
per year is eligible to sign up 
for Medicaid. A family of 
four with an annual income 
of less than $32,499 is also 



eligible. 

Most of the Kentuckians 
who will be eligible are the 
working poor, a state press 
release said. This includes 
people who work at mini- 
mum wage jobs for fewer 
than 40 hours per week; 
individuals who are self- 
employed; or single parents 
whose children are covered 
through KCHIP. 

In Lawrence County, an 
additional 1,243 people will 
be eligible for Medicaid, 
while 1 ,080 will have access 
to health insurance through 
the HBE with subsidies and 
166 will have access without 
subsidies. 

A total of 5,782 adults 
and children in Lawrence 
County were enrolled in the 
Medicaid program in 2012, 
with costs totaling 
$29,160,962, according to 
state figures. 

An additional 1 ,698 
Johnson Countians will be 



eligible for Medicaid, 1,494 
will have access to insurance 
through the HBE with subsi- 
dies and 301 will have 
access without subsidies. 

In 2012, 8,836 adults and 
children in Johnson County 
were received Medicaid 
coverage, with costs totaling 
$50,194,414. 

The number of additional 
Floyd County residents who 
will be able to sign up for 
Medicaid totals 3,356, while 
2,491 will have access 
through the HBE with subsi- 
dies and 523 will have 
access without subsidies. 

A total of 16,203 Floyd 
County residents were 
enrolled in Medicaid last 
year, with costs totaling 
$85,272,921. 

In Martin County, an 
additional 814 citizens will 
be eligible for Medicaid, 
627 will have HBE access 
with subsidies and 114 will 
have access without subsi- 



dies. 

A total of 5,079 adults 
and children were Medic- 
aid participants in 2012, 
with costs totaling 
$24,800,867. 

An additional 1,083 



Magoffin County residents 
will be eligible for Medic- 
aid, 825 will have HBE 
access with subsidies and 
130 will have access with- 
out subsidies. 

In Magoffin County last 



year, 6,364 people were in 
the Medicaid program, with 
costs totaling $38,020,528.

that the pending motion for oral 
argument filed by the defendant 
in this case is now moot.” 

The issue is on the docket to 
be heard in Martin Circuit 
Court during motion hour on 
May 16. 

In the original filing, the 
Martin County BOE filed a 
petition for declaration of rights 
in which they said Blackburn’s 
present contract will expire 
June 30, but that at a regular 
monthly meeting held July 10, 
2012, a majority of the board 
voted to go into executive ses- 
sion for the purpose of discuss- 
ing a proposed new contract for 
Blackburn to become effective 
July 1, immediately after his 
present contract expired. Board 
member Kimberly Meek was 
absent. 

After returning to open ses- 
sion, the board voted to award 
Blackburn a new contract, with 
three members in favor and 
one, Donetta Harless, against, 
the document said. 

By letter dated July 23, 
2012, Gary Ball, editor of the 
Martin County-Tug Valley 
Mountain Citizen, submitted a 
written complaint to board 
chairwoman Kathleen Price 
alleging that the board had 
improperly gone into executive 
session in violation of KRS 
61 .8 10(l)(f) to discuss the pro- 
posed new four-year contract 
and proposed that the board 
revisit the discussion in open 
session, rescind the vote award- 
ing the contract or in the alter- 
native, agree not to address the 
issue until after the next elec- 
tion of board members, the 
terms of three of which expired 



on Dec. 31, 2012. 

The board attorney at the 
time, John R. Triplett, respond- 
ed that the board fell within the 
scope of the exception of the 
law as provided by KRS 
61.810(l)(f). 

The attorney general issued 
a formal opinion that deter- 
mined that the board violated 
the Kentucky Open Meetings 
Act by entering into executive 
session and discussing, outside 
of public view, a proposed new 
contract for Blackburn. The 
opinion was not appealed. 

The board later voted to 
rescind the contract previously 
approved by board members at 
their regular monthly meeting 
on Aug. 14, 2012. 

The document also said that 
the board was prohibited from 
entering into a new contract by 
virtue of board policy, which 
expressly provides “The board 
may agree to enter into a new 
contract with the Superinten- 
dent at any time so long as the 
term of no Board member will 
expire in the interim between 
the making of a contract and its 
effective date. The new contract 
cannot become effective until 
the expiration of the present 
contract.” 

Board Chairman Craig Pre- 
ece said via e-mail last week 
that the board received a favor- 
able ruling in circuit court 
allowing them to continue their 
search for a new superinten- 
dent. 

“A total of 34 applications 
were submitted for the position 
and the board contracted with 
the Kentucky School Board 
Association, Mike Oder to run 
the process on behalf of the 
board,” Preece said. “A screen-

the delivery while operating his 
state highway vehicle, the 
release said. 

Wright is no longer 
employed at the state highway 
department. 

Wright, represented by 
Eldred “Bud” Adams, filed a 
motion in November 2012 to 
suppress evidence, including 
certain pills and his interroga- 
tion, but the motion was denied. 

In the motion, Adams said a 
Fed-Ex employee at the Ash- 
land terminal pulled a package 
off a shelf, thereby ripping it 
open, and inside was a glasses 
case containing pills wrapped in 



a green cellophane wrapper 
addressed to Wright and with a 
return address in Austin, Texas. 

Adams also said in the 
motion that a Fed-Ex supervisor 
also told the KSP that two other 
packages had been delivered to 
Wright in the recent past, but 
provided no other details. 

The motion also said a KSP 
detective posing as a Fed-Ex 
delivery man made a controlled 
delivery of the pills to Wright at 
the Valero station. Upon com- 
pletion of the delivery, the KSP 
detective identified himself and 
searched Wright, finding only a 
pocket knife with a one dollar 
bill in his billfold.

authorities in Magoffin County, 
the press release said. Through 
an extensive investigation, sev- 
eral stolen items were recov- 
ered, the release said.

Approximately 60,000 Per- 
cocet pills were distributed by 
Bofill and Albert while they 
were employed at Care More, 
according to Cantrell and Lack- 
ey’s plea agreements with fed- 
eral prosecutors. 

During Albert’s tenure, the 
Kentucky Attorney General’s 
Office received information and 
complaints from local law 



enforcement that the clinic was 
“seeing large numbers of 
patients,” and investigators 
from the office conducted sur- 
veillance at the facility and on 
Albert, the agreements say. 

After Albert resigned, 
Cantrell and Lackey hired 
Bofill, who “largely continued 
the prescribing practices of 
Albert,” the plea agreements 
say.

ing committee was established 
as per KRS Statute under 
Oder’s direction and after all 
the applications were received 
and the screening committee 
was elected by their peer group, 
they reviewed all the applica- 
tions. The board charged the 
screening committee to present 
five recommendations of poten- 
tial candidates and they submit- 
ted six for consideration. The 
board is not bound or limited to 
the screening committee’s rec- 
ommendation, but it is a pro- 
cess to identify potential candi- 
dates and narrow down the 
field.

Meadows is a 1981 gradu- 
ate of Bath County High 
School. He received his B.S., 
occupational education and 
masters in business administra- 
tion from Wayland Baptist Uni- 
versity in Plainview, Texas, 
while serving in the U.S. Air 
Force, from which he retired in 
2004. 



Meadows received his M.A. 
in educational leadership, prin- 
cipal K-12 and superintendent’s 
certification from Morehead 
State University. 

Meadows has served as an 
assistant superintendent and an 
Interim superintendent in Bath 
County, where he is currently 
employed as the school district 
personnel director. 

Meadows sought the posi- 
tion as superintendent in Bath 
County, but said in a telephone 
interview with The Big Sandy 
News that “I’ve been in the 
district for nine years and it 
wasn’t the right time nor the 
right match. I wasn’t what they 
were looking for.” 

Meadows is married to 
Robyn Meadows, who is an 
elementary school teacher. 
They have five children and 
two grandchildren, with anoth- 
er on the way. 

“My kids are all grown,” 
Meadows said. “I have a mis- 
sion in life, and that is educa- 
tion. Failure to achieve a diplo- 
ma is not an option. The mili- 
tary has served me well as far 
as leadership goes, but my 
future belongs to God.

Protect Your 
Privacy On 
Google

Do you know every 
Google search you’ve ever 
performed is stored on the 
search giant’s servers? And 
that data is cross-linked to 
your search data from You- 
Tube, Google Maps and 
any other Google services 
you use. 

With that mountain of 
information, Google can 
tell a lot about you: where 
you live, your hobbies, 
age, health problems, reli- 
gion and more. 

Of course, Google uses 
that data mostly to target 
you with ads. If you spend 
20 minutes doing research 
on a gadget, for the next 
few weeks you’ll probably 
be hounded by ads for that 
gadget wherever you go 
online. 

Because search sites 
and other Web services 
have become so ingrained 
in our daily digital lives, it 
isn’t really an option to 
stop using them. 

However, you can keep 
a lower profile and put a 
little more distance 
between your personal data 
and Google. To start, you 
can clear out your Google 
search history. 

To see what forgotten 
secrets lurk in your Google 
history, go to https ://www. 
google.com/history and 
sign in with your Google 
account information. 
You’ll see a list of every- 
thing you’ve ever searched 
for on Google. 

You can browse through 
your searches and find 
them by day or Google 
service. Additionally, 
Google shows you person- 
alized search trends, which 
can be interesting to look 
at. 

To remove an unwanted 
search term, simply select 
click the checkbox next to 
it and then click the 
Remove Items button. You 
can select as many entries 
as you want at a time, or 
click the checkbox next to 
the Remove item button to 
select everything. 

Once your information 
is removed, click the gear 
icon in the upper right cor- 
ner of the page and choose 
Settings. Here you have the 
option to turn off your Web 
history. This will stop 
Google from recording 
anything else. 

There is a catch to all 
this , of course - your infor- 
mation isn’t really gone. 
Google will still keep your 
“deleted” information for 
audits and other internal 
uses. However, it won’t 
use it for targeted ads or to 
customize your search 
results. 

After your Web history 
has been disabled for 18 
months, the company will 
partially anonymize the 
data so you won’t be asso- 
ciated with it. 

If you don’t have a 
Google account, or don’t 
usually sign in to it, Google 
still tracks your history. To 
accomplish this, it uses a 
cookie stored in your 
browser. 

You can wipe out the 
information by deleting the 
cookie, but Google will 
just start recording new 
information. Instead, you 
can opt out of interest- 
based ads altogether by 
going to http://www. 
google .com/settings/ads . 

If you’re still concerned 
about stored information, 
your best bet might be to 
avoid using Google Search 
as much as possible. Alter- 
native search sites Duck- 
DuckGo and IxQuick par- 
allel Google Search in fea- 
tures and performance, but 
don’t collect any private 
information about you. 

Microsoft’s Bing Maps 
is a good replacement for 
Google Maps. Try using 
the venerable Firefox Web 
browser instead of 
Google’s Chrome.

The more you mix and 
match Web services, the less 
any one company is able to 
form a complete picture of 
you. 

Don’t forget that while 
you’re busy surfing the Inter- 
net, your browser is also busy 
making a list of the sites you 
visit. Anyone who gets access 
to your computer can see it. 

You can delete some or all 
of the websites you’ve visited 
by going to your browser’s 
options menu. Or you can use 
a free third-party cleaner pro- 



gram like CCleaner. 

If you want to surf the Web 
without leaving a trace, all 
modern browsers have pri- 
vate, or incognito, browsing. 
While in this mode, your 
browser will ignore cookies 
and won’t record visited sites 
to your browser’s history. 

Just don’t confuse private 
browsing with anonymity. 
Your Internet service provider 
(and your employer if you’re 
on a work computer) can still 
track the sites you’re visiting. 
Avoiding that tracking 



requires an entirely different 
set of steps.
